William Kemmier, the murder fiend, has been elec- 
trocuted according to law, and he is now enjoying the 
company of the angels, just as all murdercrs are cl- 
lezed to do. ° 

As there is a specific law regarding the publication 
of facts in connection with electrocution ceremonies, 
andas the form of such publication is provided for by 
the statutes, we herewith comply with the provisions 
of the law as we always endeavor to do. This is the

pees ‘‘THE DEATH OF WILLIAM KEMMLER, 

‘“‘AUBURN, August 6.—William Kcmmler, the con- 
vict, was duly executed to-day at the Auburn prison 
according to the provisions of chapter 489, of the 
New York laws of 1889.” 


William Kemmler was very shocked in the Auburn, 
N. Y., prison on Aug. 6,for the murder at Buffalo, 
N. Y¥., March 29, 1889, of Mrs. Fred. Ziegler, with 
whozu he had eloped from Philadelphia a year and a 
half before he killed her, Kemmiler then lived in the 
Quaker City and did business in selling market truck. 


He beca:ine acquainted with Mrs. Ziegicr and a mutual | 


attachment was followed by an elopement. Mrs. 
Ziegler took along her four-year-old daughter Ella, 
who was the principal witness against her mother’s 
paramour, 

For some months the guilty ceuple lived happily in 
Bufalo, going under the name of Hart. Kemmler 
prospered in ,business. When he murdered the 
woman they were about to eata meal. A bitter quar- 
rel tvok place. Kemmler grabbed a hatchet, hit his 
victim on the head and felled her tothe floor. Then, 
with fiendish brutality he followed up the assault,

chopping . ‘he prostrate woman’s body. Little Ella, 
paralyzed with fear, watched the awful work. Over 
forty wounds were inflicted on the woman’s head and 
body. 

Two days before the elopement Kemmler married 
Ida Porter at Camden, N. J. Soon after this unfortu- 
nate elopement Kemmler began to tire of Tillie Zieg- 
ler, and desired to return to his deserted bride, but 
she besought him so earnestly to remain that he was 
influenced. During the eighteen months they lived 
together in Buffalo there were frequent quarrels. On 
several occasions the woman entertained male friends 
at the house during the absence of Kemmler, and he 
claims that many times she stole money from him. 

This state of affairs led Kemmler to seek consolation 
in liquor. On the night before the murder he was 
very drunk, and when he killed the woman he was 
more or less crazed from the effects of his debauch of 
the nizht previous. It was during one of their cus- 
tomary quarrels that he picked up a hatchet, in a mo- 
ment of desperation, and dealt the murderous blow. 
and then chopped her almost to pieces. Mrs. Ziegler 
was his sister-in-law, and twenty-nine years of age at 
the time of ber death. 

During his stay in the Erie County Jail Kemmler was 
plied with liquor until he became confidential, and 
confessed the whole thing to the officials. 

On May 10, 1889, in the Erie Court of Oyer and Ter- 
miner, held in Buffalo, Kemmler was convicted of 
murder. This was the first canviction for 
murder in this State committed after January 
1, 1888, which circumstance brought it un- 
der the operation of the new law axing electricity as 


| 








the method of execution. 
Childs sentenced Kenmler under that law. The signed 
warrant sent to Warden Durston, of the Auburn State 
Prison, directed that the exccution take place within 
the week beginning on the 24th day of June, 1889. 

Kemmler was taken from Buffalo to Auburn, arriv- 
ing a little before midnight on May 23. 

An application for a writ of habeas corpus was made 
to Judge Charles C. Dwight, of the Supreme Court, by 
Mr. Charles 8S. Hatch, the attorney who had defended

Kemmler on his trial in Buffalo. Judge Dwight 
granted the application. 

The case was argued in Auburn on June 24, before 
County Judge 8. Edwin Day, one of the Special Term 
judges of the Supreme Court of that district. Mr. 
Bourke Cochran and Mr. George 8. Quimby, the Dis- 
trict Attorney for Erie County, also appeared at that 
time for Kemmler. Mr. Cochran argued for an hour 
and a half, filed papers and offered to prove that the 
mode of punishment proposed was cruel and unusual. 
Attorney Gencral Tabor maintaincd the constitu- 
tionality of the law, and the case was piven into the 
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Three days later Judge 














Shrady, of New York, the last witnesses to arrive, cn- 
tered the prison. 

Near the eastern end of the death ghamber was 
placed the oaken death chair with grim buckles and 
leather straps hanging to its big arms, while wires 
like the tentacles of a sea monster hung-down and 
around it. Around the chair in a semi-circle were a 
number of plain chairs. Silently the guests took their 
seats in these chairs. The nervousness of the people 
present was apparent, and none were more restless 
than the medical men themselves. Everyone felt that 
a terrible experiment was about to be tried. 

It was just 6:05 o’clock when the people in the chairs 
around the big death throne heard a door open at the 
south side of the room. Warden Durston came out of 
this door, and behind him walked briskly a short and 
rather thick-set man with broad shoulders. Thé man 
had a full brown beard and curly hair. Hé had his 
coat off, and wore brown waistcoat and trousers. He 
had on a white shirt and a black and white tie. This 
was Kemmler. He was not bound in any way, and he 
looked merely like one of the guests who had taken oft 
his coat and, was following Warden Durston to ask him 
a question. Behind him came Ministers Houghton 
and Yates. A man shut the door after them and locked 
it. The warden walked uneasily across the floor; 
Kemmler followed with a somewhat wondering air. 
“Give mea chair, some one,” said the warden, sharp- 
ly. Half a dozen chairs were offered him. The war- 
den had Kemmler sit down in one chair that was 
placed near the death throne. : 

“Gentlemen,” said the Warden, “this is William 
Kemmlcr.”” Kemmler bowed with a half dignified air. 
*“*Kemmler,” continued the Warden, ‘‘I have made 
you familiar with the contents of the dcath warrant.” 
Kemmiler bowed an assent, and the Warden went on: 

“The time has now come for me to execute the judz- 
ment of the court upon you. Have you anything to 
say ?”’ 

“Well, gentlemen,” said Kemmler, “I wish you all 
good luck, in this world and in ‘he next. I believe I 
am going toa better place. I 01.137 want to say that 
the newspapers have lied a good deal about me, 
That's all. Lam ready to die.” 

Kemmler was about to sit down in his chair again 
when Warden Durston stepped forward. Kemmler at 
once moved toward the death chair, thinking, evident- 
ly, that the Warden wished him to take his ‘place for 
execution. ‘‘No,” said the Warden, “I want to fix your 
clothes.” Kemml:r turned around and unbuttoned

hands of Tracy C. Becker, of Buffalo, to take testimony 
as referee for the taking of cxpert testimony. After 
a world of legal quibbling, injunctions, etc., finally 
the former judgment was aflirmed, and Kemmler was 
sentenced to be put to death by electricity at Auburn 
prison, some time during the week beginning Monday, 
Auzust 4. : 

And so William Kemmler was killed by electricity 
on the early morning of Wednesday, August 6. 

’ At daybreak on the morning set for the execution, 
the witnesses selected to attend putin au appearance. 
They were the two ministers, Houghton and Yates, 
Dr. Louis Balch, Secretary of the State Board of 
Health; Dr. W. T. Nellis of Albany, Dr. J. M. Jenkins 
of Auburn, Dr. W. T. Jenkins of New York, Dr. Joseph 
Fowler of Buffalo, Dr. Henry A. Argue of Corning, Dr. 
C. M. Daniels of Buffalo, Dr. A. P. Southwick of Buf. 
falo, C. R. Huntley of Buffalo, Dr. T. K. Smith of Au- 
burn, Robert Dunlap of New York, Dr. F. C. Spitzka 
of New York, Dr. Carlos F. MacDonald of New York, 
Dr. George E. Fell of Buffalo, Sheriff O. A. Jenkins of 
Erie county, Deputy Sheriff Joseph C. Veling of Erie 
county, Chaplain Horatio Yates of Auburn prison, 
Tracy C. Becker of Buffalo, Dr.-Michael Conway of 
Troy, George S. Bain, Frank W. Mack, Dr. George F. 
Shrady of New York, and George W. Irish of Albany. 

Shortly before 6 o’clock Warden Durston entered 
the cell. His face was very pale and he had a folded 
paper in his hand. 

“Kemmler,” he said, ‘‘we have come to read the 
death warrant to you.” 

“Very well,’ said Kemmler. 

He listened to the reading of the warrant, which the 
Warden read ina trembling voice. Then Kemmler 
asked if Joe Veling, the deputy sheriff from Erie 
county, was inthe prison. Veling was acquainted with 
Kemmler in Buffalo, and Kemwler had requested that 
Veling be at the execution. The Warden told _ Kemm 
ler that Veling was there, and that he would send 
Veling into the cell. When Veling entered the cell 
Kemmler said: ‘‘Now, Joe, I want you to stand by me 
in this thing.” 

“I will,” said Veling. 

“They think I will be afraid to die,” continued 
Kemmler, “but [: will not be, but don’t let them ex- 
periment with me too much.” 

“I won’t let them doit,” said Veling. 

Then Veling shaved Kemmler’s head on top where 
the sponge of the electrode would touch it. He also 
cut a seam with his knife in the back of Kemmler's 
trousers, and fixed the clothing there so that the lower 
electrode would press against the bare skin at the base 
of the spine. During all these preparations Kemmler 
chatted with Veling about old times in Buffalo. 

It was exactly 6:20 o’clock when Drs. Jenkins and

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his waistcoat. The Warden said: “‘Let me ungutton 
your suspenders.” ‘‘No,” said Kemmler, ‘‘I will do 
it.’ Kemmler arranged his clothing in proper shape, 
but Warden Durston pulled out his knife and cutaway 
the lower portion of Kemmler'’s shirt. This, of course, 
was for the purpose of allowing the lower electrode 
of the death chair to press closely against Kemmler's 
spine. While the Warden was doing this Kemmler 
buttoned up his waistcoat again and tied his necktie 
anew. Then he sat down in the death chair, afid War- 
den Durston and his assistants began to bind him 
there. : 

There was a stir among the guests at this point, 
caused by the sudden exit of District Attorney Quimby 
of Buffalo. Mr. Quimby could stand the scene no 
longer. He was ina fainting condition, and had to be 
helped from the room. Warden Durston was assisted 
at the deathchair by George Welch, of Auburn, and 
Deputy Sheriff Veling. They firmly buckled the straps

on Kemmler’s arms and legs, and put the three wide 
straps around his body. Mr. Veling was nervous, and 
wanted to hurry up the operation. ‘‘Now take your 
time,” said Kemmler; ‘‘don’t hurry, and keep cool; 
we've got lots of time.” 


The straps were finally adjusted. Then Warden 
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Durston gently pressed Kemmler’s head back against 
the rubber cushion on the back of the chair, while 
Veling began to lower the thumb screw arrangement 
by which the upper clectrode of the death chair was to 
be pressed on Kemmlcr’s head. Kemmler said, in a 
low but clear voice, while this was going on: ‘Well, [ 
do wish everybody good luck.” 

Everybody in the room heard him. He said again: 
“Veling, yon haven't got that sponge down close 
enough on my head.”’ This proved to be a fact, anc 
the sponge in which the upper electric wire termin- 
ated was readjusted according to Kemmler‘s sugzges- 
tion, Finally Warden Durston took the broad leather 
strap attached to the back of the chair, and with this 
tied down Kemmler’s head, the strap stretching across 
the doomed man’s face. Kemmler held his head 
firmly, and in a low tone told the Warden how to ad- 
just the strap. The strap was pressed down over 
Kemmler’s face so that his nose was almost smoothed 
flat. 

“God bless you Kemmler,” said Dr. Spitzxa. 

“Thank you,” said Kemmler. 

‘Warden Durston moved away to the door of the 
original execution room on the southern side of the 
room. : 

‘‘Are you all ready, William ?” said the Warden. 

“Perfectly,” answered Kemmler. 
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KEMMLER ORDERED TO REMOVE HIS COAT. 


“Then, good-by,”’ cried the Warden. 

The words had not left his lips when, despite the 
strong fastenings with which he was bound, the entire 
upper part of Kemmler’s body bent forward and up- 
ward. The Warden had given the signal, and some 
other guests heard the click of the fatal switch as some 
one in the old death chamber swung on the electric 
current. 

Kemmler uttered no cry. Those who watched his 
face say that it turne.1 first red and then pale, and that 
then a kind of flush appeared on the’ man’s cheeks. 
His thumb nails cutinto the fiesh of his hands and 
drew the blood. Dr. Spitzka held his watch open, and 
when 17 seconds had clapsed from thc time Kemmler 
hunched up in the chair, the Doctor said: *‘He’s dead; 
turn off the current,” 


Dr. Spitzka stood at Kemmlcr's side. He, of course, 
did not touch Kegmmlerinany way. The current was 
turned off. The‘witnesses, all supposing the man was 
dead, crowded around the death chair. Somebody re- 
moved the electrode from Kemmlecr’s head. Then 
somcthing occurred that almost froze the blood in tho 
spectators’ veins, and, as one witness said, made him 
long that he should be struck blind, for he could not 
close his eyes or turn his head, and yet what he s:w 
fairly made him dizzy with horror. What happencd 
was that the supposed lifeless chest began to move up 
and down in decp-strained breathing. A gurgle came 
from Kemmler's throat. The sound of the breathiny 
grew into an awful succession of wheezes. It was oa 
half-breathing, half-zroaning sound, that grew more 
and more intense cach minute. Finally foam began to 
spout from between Kemmler'’s clenchel tecth, and 
the foam spattered all over his clothes. At the samc 
time Dr. Balch, who was very near Kemmler, noticed 
the blood dropping from Kemmler’s hand where his 
thumb nail had cut it. 

***The man is not dcad,”’ said Dr. Laich. 

But no onc heard the remark, no onc heard arything 
but that awful breathing and the cry that went up 
from everybody's lips, ‘‘Put on the current, put on 
the current.” There was an awful delay in gettin: 
the current on again; some said that the signal wire 
between the dynamo room and the switchboard roo1 
was out of order, and that the switchman’s si:nal to 
start the engine going could not be understood. I: 
seemed an age of waiting to the men in the death 
chamber. Mr. Bain nearly fainted and it took the 
efforts of two men to revive him. 


Finally the dynamo started up again, and the full 
current coursed through Kemmler's body. The hor- 
ror-stricken people in the death chamber coul.l hezr 
the click-clicking made by the workingsof the switch 
in the old execution room as the operator there move 
it, and thus gave Kemmler repeated shocks after re- 
peated shocks. Between 3\ and 44 minutes, accori- 
ing to different counts, were occupied in this way. A:] 
looked on in terror while Kemmler’s body quivere:l 
and shook under the successive shocks. 

Horrible as it was, no one wanted thecurrent turned 
off until it was definitely established that Kemmlcr 
was dead. This fact became known in a monent. 
Suddenly smoke was seen issuing from Kemmlcr’s 
back, and the air was filled with the fumes of burnin: 
flesh. Acry of “‘Stop the current!” went up, and this 
time Warden Durston rushed to the switch himself tv 
attend to matters. The current was soon stopped. 


Kemmler’s body was then released and plainly pr«- 
sented the appearance of death, The doctors esta!) 
lished the fact of death by the usual methods. Th° 
electrodes were removed and immediately Dr. Fell 
made an incision with a scalpel on the right side of 
Kemmler’s forehead. He drew forth enough blood tv 
fill an ounce bottle, and at once examined the blood 
under the microscope. He found the corpuscles of 
blood octagonal in shape and the fluid very watery. 

Kemmler was dead. 

An autopsy was performed,and the portions of th* 
body that the doctors didn’t want to experiment ©! 
were saturated with quicklime and the remains wer 
interred in the prison yard.

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A LEARNED JUDGE.

S. R. Davis, Judge of the Superior Court of Creston, 
lowa, is a youug man whose ability as a writer, law- 
yer and speaker is unquestioned. He was born in 
Carthage, I11., in 1854. At the age of fifteen he left the 
high school to take a position in a printing office, and 
from a ‘‘devil” in the office rose rapidly to be a first- 
class printer and then editor.

He reeled right over.” 

The New York Herald's European edition recently published 
the following: 

**LONDON, Aug. 5, 1890.—Mr. T. Crichton Temple, of the Or- 
monde Club, sent the f llowing leyer to-day to Richard K. Fox 
regarding the McAullffe-Slavin fight: 

“DEAR SIR—T here sith hand you a cheek payabie to your 
order for £500, which sum 1 agree to forfelt to McAuliffe in the 
event of his being robbed of a favorable verdict owing to foul 
play in the. match with Slavin.

WELLS NEXT-THE-SEA, July 29, 1890. 

We are now established in our training quarters, and McAu- 
liffe has settled down to hard work in order that he will be in 
the best possible condition for his fight with Slavin. McAnuiifte 
is a big man and carried a tremendous amount of flesh, so that 
it will require eight weeks hard work to take it off. Wo could 
have showed all through this country and Wales and made con- 
siderable money, but I thought it was better not to do 80.

John D. McPherson, the champion shot-putter of the world, 
who holds the *‘Police Gazette” all-round championship trophy, 
competed against Ferdinand Arnold, the champion of Bavaria, 
in ashot-putting competition at Milwaukee, Wis.,on Aug. 4.

Fitzsimmons is twenty-eight years of age, and al- 
though he hails from New Zealand, he was born in Cornwall, 
England. He beat 6 men in Jem Mace’s tournament for cham- 
pio: ship of New Zeuland; beat Jim Crawtord in 8 rounds, Lon- 
don prize ring rules; Jack Murphy in 4 rounds, London prize 
ring rules; beat all comers in second tournament, beating four 
men; beat Brendsmead in 2 rounds; Jack Greentree in 8 rounds; 
Bill Slavin, brother of Frank P. Slavin, in 7 ronnds; Sande) in 
4rounds; Dick Ellis in 8 rounds; Straight in 9 rounds; Jim Hall 
in 6 rounds; Billy McCarthy in® rounds atthe California Ath- 
letic Club, San Francisco, Cal. He gained another victory at 
New Orleans, La., on July 28, 1890, when he fought Arthur Up- 
ham, of New London, Conn.,in the Audubon Club. Fitzsim- 
mons beat his man with terrific force, knocking him down re- 
peatedly. At lust Upham became all used up. On seeing this 
Fitzsimmons begged him several times to give up the battle, 
but Upham staggered to his feet every time, and continued as 
best he could.

The American has not given any display of either 
his fighting or his boxing abilities in England. consequently 
those who back puzilists liberally cannot do go on form as far as 
McAuliffe is concerned, for they have not seen him perform. 
On the other hand they have witnessed the Australian cham- 
pion battle with Goode and Jem Smith, and they have a line on 
his fighting abilities if they feel disposed to back him.

. Slavin’s forte is fighting with what they call in 
England the raw ‘uns. but whether or not he isa champion 
when fighting with the inufflers is an open question. His dis- 
Play with the gloves when he defeated Goode was not by any 
means phenomenal. Goode was only a light middle-weight, and 
was completely over-matched, and it was only Goode'’s ambition 
and over-confidence, in my opinion, that made him acontestant 
in a battle in which he was heavily handicapped. Slavin’'s bat- 
tle with Goode was no test as to whether the Australian was a 
reat Doxer or not, because Goode was not a first-class trial 
horse, nor was he able to show Slavin’s form. 

* * 2 

Blavin’s battle with Jem Smith at Bruges would not 
give any one a line on the Australian’s fighting abilities. Peter 
Jackson had proved conclusively that Jem Smith could not 
Aght, for Jackson defeated him easily. The only line that any 
one can guin on Siavin’s fighting abilities was his battle in Aus- 
tralia with Jack Burke. Jt was upom the Australian’s victory 
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over Burke that Slavin gained his reputation and became known 
as a prize ring gladiator. ‘ ‘* 

Burke was never achampion. He could not defeat 
Jack Dempsey, while Charley Mitchell was undoubtedly his su- 
perior; so that it will be s@n that Slavin, unless he has improved 
wonderfully since he defeated Jack Burke, cannot be a wonder, 
and his chances of defeating the American champion are any- 


thing but certain.

McAuliffe, on the other hand, while a crude boxer, 
and without science, won almost every battle he engaged in, his 
only defeat being by Peter Jackson, under circumstances which 
were all in Jackson’s favor. It was not Joe McAuliffe trained to 
perfection tha€ Jackson conquered, but this does not rob Jack- 
son of his laurels. It was a case ofover confidence and a failure 
to train that prevented McAuliffe from still being a nonpareil. 
Since Jackson’s victory over McAuliffe tho Mission Boy has tried ‘4 
time and again to arrange anuther match with Jackson, but 
without success; and this is conclusive evidence, in my opinion, 
that Peter Jackson defeated Joc McAuliffe by tho latter's holding 
his opponent tvo cheap and his failure to train.

However, McAuliffe’s performances in the orthodox 
24-foot ring are far ahead of Slavin’s. Throwing aside the pre- 
vious performances of the pugilists, McAuliffe has a decided al- 
vantage over Slavin. Ie js taller, several pounds heavier and 
possesses a longef reach, while he js an aggressive fighter and a 
tremendously hari hitter. At tho timo ho fought Jackgon he wus 
not a finished boxer. Ho never went through tho regular train- 
ing routine under the mentorship of ablo and skillful trainers. 
Ile will reap all these benefits at Wells-Next-the-Sea under Billy 
Madden’s guidance, and barring accidents or sickness ho will 
come to the scratch in October,when he is to fight the Australian 
for £1,000, the ‘Police Gazette’? championship belt and tho 
championship of tho world, under more favorable conditions 
than cver.

The gloves the pugilists are to battle with will be 
the “Police Gazette” champion boxing gloves, the best ever 
mide, so there will bo no danger of broken hands, finger joints 
or dislocated thumbs, and the battle will not be won by any nc- 
cident. I belicve that the best man will win, and that McAuliffe 
will receive fair play. Richard K. Fox, with Lord Lonsdale, Sir 
John Astley and tho Marquis of Queensberry, will be present at 
the contest, and will do all in their power to see that tho Ameri- 
can and the Australian receive it.

I do not think there is any likelihcod of Peter 
Jackson and John L. Sullivan ever meeting in the ring. Jack- 
son has gono to Australia, and after hoe enjoys the big welcome 
he will receive it is doubtfal whether ho will ever be able to 
again enter the ring and show the form ho displayed in Eng- 
land. Jackson's successes preyed on his mind when he was in 
' this country. Ie believed in the motto, “as we journey through 
life let us live by the way,” and from Bass alo with his dinner 
he became fond of the sparkling Moselle, and the .resnit was 
that ho came nearly upsetting his pailful of fame at Chicago 
with Ed Smith, and it is tho general opinion if that battio had 
been toa finish Smith would now bo posing as Jackson's con- 
queror.

A pugilist who reaches the championship goal and 
intends to reign as champion must not worship at the shrino of 
Bacchus. Jackson is a gentlemanly pugilist, cencrous to a 
fault, in fact, far too liberal, He likes to “fill up the flowing 
bow!” so that his admirers can enjoy themeclves, and this action 
on the part of the colored champion would be “all serene” if he 
would not imbibe himself. Bacchanalian feasts have knocked 
the fighting abilities out of more pugilists than their opponents’ 
blows, and Jackson, after his experienee with Ed Sinith, learned 
a sensible lesson, and If he profits by 1t he will be still one of 
the pugilists in the championship class. If{not, he will havo to 
make way for Joe McAuliffe, Frank P. Slavin, Jim Oorbett and 
Ed Smith, who, now Sullivan has retired, stand foremost in tho 
heavy-weight division.

American pugilistic talent is in great demand at 
present in England, and the offer of the Peliean Club to hang 
up a purse of $3,000 for a contest of 20 rounés between Jack 
Dempsey and Jack Burke, with an additional $500 to Dempsey 
for expenses, is a very liberal onc.

Burke’s antipodean trip and defeat does not seem 
to have lessened him in the esteem of the English, or this offer 
would not have been made. Neither does the fact that Demp- 
sey had the best of their go nt San Francisco.
